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INTRODUCTION 


There has been considerable controversy about the importance 
of teaching foreign-language grammar. In the early twenties, the 
grammar-translation method was dominant, while other aspects 
of a foreign language were not considered as important. It was 
believed that a knowledge of grammar would enable a learner to 
easily and correctly communicate in the target language. However, 
with the rise of the communicative approach in the early seventies, 
this approach was strongly challenged. The communicative aspects 
became the focus of language instruction, while grammar instruction 
was partially, or sometimes completely, eclipsed. 

In recent years, the teaching of grammar as part of foreign- 
language instruction has begun to regain its importance. Accordingly, 
the question now is not “Should grammar be taught?” as much as it 
is “What is the most effective way to teach grammar?” 

Grammar is not a skill in and of itself: it is a supplement to, or even 
the backbone of, each of the four major skills of language aptitude- 
reading, writing, listening, and speaking. Grammar, together with 
other elements of the language, is the tool that enables learners to 
comprehend and produce a language effectively. However, grammar 
should not be taught as a set of rigid rules in isolation from the language; 
rather it should be associated with meaning and function. 

AI-Murshid:A Guide to Modern Standard Arabic Grammar for the 
Intermediate Level is intended to be a reference for Arabic grammar 
in general, or a supplement to any basic Modern Standard Arabic 
course. Each lesson begins with a brief explanation in English of 
a grammar rule, in addition to examples of this rule being applied 
in context. This is followed by various types of drills that begin 



with controlled, mechanical drills, and end with writing activities 
that are based on the rules introduced in the lessons. The book is 
also accompanied by a CD that includes animated presentations 
illustrating the grammar rules explained in the lessons, and 
interactive drills.
